Hr. Wtmer outlined in dotajj the previoua dleouasioiui and decisions 
taken In the Beeting held 28 July 1951 in the office of Hr. Rusk^ reading 
Paragr&Fftm 8/ll5 of the Mamorandin for the Itecord pertaining to ouCh meeting. 

Ur. Hatthsin o<»curr*d in the conelusions taken in t^e previous aeotij^ (as 
stanoariBed in Para 15 of Memorandum f<»* the Record referred to above).

Ur. Vlaner mmsaarlsed the disc\issloa and deelelon taken at the meeting 
hhld on ^ July 195t in Mr, Hxa^te offiee, stating that until lA Ul «od the 
kmttcm team ere debriefed and estifflates of future phtaatlel of the U Mi forces 
are ned#y Judgaant sill be reserved and tlie aattcu* twA ewed at that time. Ur. 
fflsner stated that 11 Mi had been advised that he oo^ espeet no CPC si^port 
as long as he remained In Burma with the exertion ^ rle« drops mads to avoid 
foraging lusd to induce Id. Mi to return to tuanan. Hi*. Merohtnt stated that the 
pr e s en ce of the Li Ml forces in Burma could ereate diffiotiltiee but that If the 
estlJnated potwotlsl of the lA Ml foroes i«as sufflolsnt^ great, oould take 
the oaleulated rl^ of remaining engaged in tlie oporatLonf othencLse, OPC 
should probably diwMigago, Mr. Wisner stated that was in a position to 
deny official American respOnetbllity in connection wIUa the opoiu.tion. An 
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Inqulzy iffs.8 addmsedd to Mr* WIsqat iui to a poteiblo couarse of action b/ tho 
^rLtiflh if the latter i^toould chtaln official knowledge of the operation* Itr* 
Wisher stated that It was l!.>^esibl« to forecast just that action tlie i^itlsh 
Might take, although it was possible that It might be brought up in the United 
ftotions* Mr* Wisnear stated that OPC and tlie British Servioe have agreed to go 
their own way in foutheast Asia eac^t for a amall ooorcHnatod effew^ in the 
pe^ohologloal warfare field*
